Ro o sev elt Is Accused o f At­ 
tempting to Ga in Co n­ 
tro l o f 19 4 0 Demo 
Co nv entio n. 


Washington, March 17 (ZP) — 
Senator George (D-Ga) charged 
the Roosev elt administration to­ 
day with attempting to gain con­ 
trol of delegates to the 1940 Dem­ 
ocratic conv ention throu gh dis­ 
pensation of federal patronage. 
“I know that is happening in 
Georgia,” he said, “and I u nder­ 
stand that su bstantially the same 
thing is taking place in sev eral 
other states.” 
While George declined to dis­ 
cu ss specifically any state other 
than his own, Senator Smith ID­ 
SO ex pressed the belief the ad­ 
ministration was try ing to ex er­ 
cise direct control of patronage 
in his state. Senator Ty dings (D- 
Md) said that at one time an 
u nsu ccessfu l attempt was made 
to organize a New Deal patron­ 
age committee in Mary land. 
(These three senators were 
opposed u nsu ccessfu lly by Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt in last y ear’s pri­ 
mary elections becau se of their 
opposition to v ariou s adminis­ 
tration measu res* 
A few weeks ago, Senators By rd 
and Glass, Virginia Democrats, 
asserted that President Roosev elt 
had tu rned ov er Virginia patron­ 
age matters to Gov . James H. 
Price. 
The patronage situ ation occu ­ 
pied the attention of the senate 
briefly y esterday du ring debate 
ov er the gov ernment reorganiza­ 
tion bill, when George declared 
that patronage considerations in 
shifting abou t or eliminating 
gov ernment bu reau s might not 
be of so mu ch importance to 
congress in the fu tu re. 
“There cou ld not be so mu ch 
interference by senators and 
members of the hou se u nder the 
new dispensation,” he said, “u n­ 
der which an administration sets 
u p patronage committees in the 
states, 
patronage 
committees 
which, I might add, are su p­ 
posed to hav e mu ch to do with 
the selection of the delegates to 
the nex t national conv ention.” 
Meanwhile, Senator Wheeler 
(D-Mont) annou nced to news­ 
papermen he wou ld be a candi­ 
date for re-election nex t y ear. 
Wheeler was a leader in the fight 
against the Roosev elt cou rt bill, 
althou gh he has su pported a 
nu mber of New Deal proposals. 
There was some specu lation in 
the capitol as to the administra­ 
tion attitu de toward Wheeler’s 
candidacy .

April 17 — Throws ou t first 
ball at opening of the American 
leagu e baseball season, in Wash­ 
ington. 
April 28 — Goes to Hy de Park, 
’N. Y., home to receiv e the crown 
prince and crown princess of 
Norway . 
April 30 — Motors from Hy de 
Park to New York to open the 
world’s fair. Retu rns to Hy de 
Park to receiv e the crown prince 
and crown princess of Denmark. 
May I — Dedicates postoffice 
bu ildings at Rhinebeck, N. Y. 
May 5 — Receiv es President

Pro po sa l No w Studied to Re­ 
pla ce Old WPA Wo rk­ 
ers With Men o n 
Wa iting List. 


Washington, March 17 (ZP) — 
The WPA and 
congressmen 
handling relief appropriations 
are giv ing seriou s consideration 
to a plan for replacing persons 
who hav e been on relief rolls 
longest with indiv idu als on the 
waiting list.

Harrington and members of a 
Hou se appropriations su bcom­ 
mittee were described today as 
fav oring su ch an arrangement. 
The “rotation” sy stem, it was

Interested legislators said a 
prov ision for a rotation sy stem 
probably wou ld not be written 
into this appropriation bill, bu t 
that something might be done 
abou t it when fu nds are v oted 
for WPA activ ities in the y ear 
beginning Ju ly I. 
The su bcommittee, as y et u n­ 
conv inced that $15 0,000,000 more 
is necessary , recalled Harrington 
for 
fu rther q u estioning this 
morning. 
Some sentiment for a com­ 
promise appropriation already 
has dev eloped. A majority of 
the su bcommittee appeared to 
believ e that additional fu nds 
mu st be prov ided, bu t they dis­ 
agreed on the amou nt.

The other accu ses 
him of mu rdering Mrs. Brand 
and attempting to assau lt the 
cou ple’s 12-y ear-old dau ghter, 
Gloria Ann. 
Prosecu tor Scott Moser said 
Redmond wou ld be arraigned 
“within a few day s.” 
Since his arrest at Ramsey , 111., 
a few hou rs after the slay ings, 
Redmond has passed the time in 
the cou nty jail here play ing 
cards and reading the bible. 
The 
slay ings 
occu rred 
the 
night of Febru ary 28 . Gloria Ann 
remained in the hou se with a 
y ou nger brother and sister u ntil 
dawn, then ran to the home of 
neighbors and told them of the 
crime. 
State Police Su perintendent 
Don F. Stiv er annou nced soon 
after Redmond’s arrest the man 
confessed shooting the cou ple 
with a .22-caliber rifle while they 
lay in bed. He also confessed, 
Stiv er added, stabbing Brand in 
the neck with a bu tter knife 
and beating him with the rifle 
bu tt.

Lieu t Gov ernor 
Takes Ov er Post 
Cau sed By Death 


Lansing, Mich., March 17 (ZP)— 
The mantle of the late Gov . 
Frank D. Fitzgerald descended 
today on Lieu t. Gov . Lu ren D. 
Dickinson, who will be 80 y ears 
old on April 15. 
Dickinson—like his predeces­ 
sor, a Repu blican—au tomatically 
su cceeded to the gov ernorship of 
Michigan when a heart attack 
ended the career of the 5 4-y ear- 
old Fitzgerald last night. 
Fitzgerald rose in a q u arter of 
a centu ry from an u nimportant 
clerkship in the state’s serv ice to 
be elected Gov ernor twice. He 
began his second two-y ear term 
last Janu ary I. 
The administration of Frank 
Mu rphy , now United States at­ 
torney -general, was sandwiched 
between Fitzgerald’s two terms. 
Mu rphy , a Democrat, defeated 
Fitzgerald for reelection at the 
end of the Repu blican’s first 
term, and in tu rn lost to Fitzger­ 
ald when he sou ght to retain the 
gov ernorship. 
Dickinson was serv ing his sev ­ 
enth term as lieu tenant-gov er­ 
nor since his first election to that 
post in 1914. He is Michigan’s 
first lieu tenant-gov ernor to as­ 
cend to the gov ernorship, Fitz­ 
gerald being the state’s first 
chief ex ecu tiv e to die in office. 
Influ enza play ed a strange 
part in the change in gov ernors. 
Fitzgerald was ordered to bed 
with the ailment Monday at his 
home in Grand Ledge, where he 
su ccu mbed last night. His phy si­ 
cian said complications attribu t­ 
ed to an illness sev eral y ears ago 
figu red in his death. 
Dickinson is in bed at his resi­ 
dence in Charlotte, where he and 
his wife both are v ictims of the 
“flu .” His sickroom was chosen 
for the administering of the oath 
as gov ernor inasmu ch as he was

Washington, March 17 (ZP)— 
The United States gov ernment 
ex pressed today its “condemna­ 
tion” of Germany ’s “wanton law­ 
lessness” and “arbitrary force” 
in occu py ing Czechoslov akia. 
With the approv al of President 
Roosev elt, acting Secretary of 
State Welles issu ed a formal 
statement in which he spoke of 
Germany ’s absorption of most of 
Czechoslov akia as a “temporary 
ex tingu ishment of the liberties 
of a free and independent people 
with whom, from the day when 
the Repu blic of Czechoslov akia 
attained its independence, the 
people of the United States hav e 
maintained specially close and 
friendly relations.” 
Welles declared: “It is mani­ 
fest that acts of wanton law­ 
lessness and of arbitrary force 
are threatening world peace, and 
the v ery stru ctu re of modem ci­ 
v ilization.” 
“This gov ernment,” he said, 
“fou nded u pon and dedicated to 
the principles of hu man liberty 
and of democracy , cannot re­ 
frain from making known this 
cou ntry ’s condemnation of the 
acts” of Germany . 
Earlier, the President told a 
press conference that Eu ropean 
dev elopments demonstrated the 
need for a rev ision of the Ameri­ 
can Neu trality Act, at this ses­ 
sion of congress. 
Mr. Roosev elt wou ld not go in­ 
to detail. Heretofore, there hav e 
been reports that the adminis­ 
tration wou ld prefer greater 
freedom of flex ibility in imposing 
arms embargoes in ev ent of for­ 
eign wars.
